Boys in Philippines 
Would Like to Hear 
From Miss Atlanta 


The Constitution ig in receipt of a 
letter from the Forty-second company, 
Coast Artillery corps, department of 
the Phillippines, Robert A. Maris, cor- 
respondent, addressed to the women of 


the United States and particularly to 


those in Atlanta. 

The letter asks that the soldiers of 
the United States be given a little at- 
tention along with that which is be- 
ing lavished on those of the warring 
nations. 

The letter follows: 

“Editor ceaatitution ; 
ters of Atlan 

“One question I would like to ask: When 
are you the most lonesome, when you have 
nothing to do or when you have your hands 
fall, as have our European brethren? of 
course, there is but one answer-—when you've 
nothing to do, 

“Then, meaning no discredit to the brave 
men of Europe, to whom we give all the 
credit possible, considering thet we are en- 
vious of their 4 of escaping the 
everyday humdru existence that 
life entails, should not the men in the 
United States army be given the considera- 
tion that they are entitled to? 

“Nine hundred. and ninety-pine soldiers 
out of 1,000 im the Philippines never speak 
to a white women from their arrival te 
their departure. 

“We, therefore, beg of you to consider 
this and in thinking of horrors in Europe 
also think of the miserableness of homesick- 
ness and lonesomeness. 

“In closing I wish to gay that this appeal 
is sanctioned .by most of the soldiers of 
Corregidor, for whomlam acting and is nes 
an appeal of a homesick boy fresh from his 
mother’s apron strings, though we have quite 
a few, but from men who knew the lack of 
home long before this and considered them- 
selves graduated from the school of: home- 
sickness until they were disillusioned in the 
Philippine Isiands. 

“The misery of this can be dispelled some- 
what by the sympathy, cheeriness and wit 
of an merican woman's letter. And she 
is the only woman who can properly com- 
bine the three.
